Etchison is reported to have said in 
his confession, “and the day she got 
her money Price and I w'ent out to 
the matinee. We returned to Price’s 
home and Price suggested an auto­ 
mobile ride. 
“Mrs. Price stepped into the rear 
seat with her dog and Price and I 
occupied the front seat. Price stopped 
the car near a steep embankment. He 
muttered something about tire trou­ 
ble and asked his wife if she did not 
want to take the dog out of the car 
and give him some exercise. As she

A doctrine of Pan-Americanism 
full partnership between the nations 
of the western hemisphere in world 
affairs—w a s proclaimed by President 
Wilson today in his third annual ad­ 
dress to congress, the theme of which

cause. The m essage was read by the 
president lo the senate and house as­ 
sembled in joint session in the c ham­ 
ber of the house. 
Every recommendation in the docu­ 
ment had to do 
with comprehensive 
plans for strengthening 
the national 
defenses. The program 
includes the 
army and navy 
plans 
already made 
public by 
Secretaries 
Garrison and 
Daniels; legislation 
for government 
owned m erchant ships; a rural credit 
law; the Philippines and 
Porto Rico 
bills which failed of final passage at 
the last session; conservation legisla 
lion; a law* giving federal aid to in­ 
dustrial and vocational education; the 
creation of a commission 
to inquire 
into the transportation problem. 
Naturalized and native born Ameri­ 
cans who, 
sym pathizing 
with belli­ 
gerents abroad, 
have 
plotted 
and 
conspired to violate their 
own coun­

are s u b j e c t to all the cross currents of 
the c o n f u s e d politics of a world of hos­ 
tile rivalries; united in spirit and pur­ 
in e . they c a n n o t l i e disappointed o f 
their p e a c e f u l destiny. 
This is pan-Americanism. It has none 
of the spirit of empire iii it. 
It is the 


e m b o d i m e n t , the effectual embodiment, 
of the spirit of law' and independence 
and liberty anil mutual service. 


\ v e r y notable body of men recently 
met in the city of Washington, at the 
invitation and as the guests of this 
g o v e r n m e n t, whose deliberations are 
likely to be looked back to as marking 
ruble turning point iii the his- 
>f America. 
They were repro­ 
b e spokesmen of the several in­ 
tent states of this hemisphere 
assembled to discuss the 
serial relationskof 


fill partnership of interest must con­ 
sist—of iiow we should build them and 
of how necessary it is m at we should 
hasten their building. 
There is, I venture to1 point out, an 
especial significance ju s! now attach­ 
ing to this whole matter of drawing 
the Americas together ii* bonds of hon­ 
orable partnership and mutual advan­ 
tage because of the economic readjust­ 
ments which the world must inevitably 
witness within the next generation, 
when lienee shall have at last resumed 
its healthful tasks. 
In the perform­ 
ance of these tasks I believe the Amer­ 
icas to be destined to play their parts 
together. 
I ain interested to fix your 
Attention on this prospect now because 
unless you take it within your view 
and permit the full significance of it to 
command your thought I cannot find 
the right light in which to set forth 
the particular matter that lies at the 1 
very front of my w’hole thought as I 
address you today. 
I mean national 
defense. 
No one who really comprehends the 
spirit of the great people for whom we 
are appointed to speak can fail to per­ 
ceive that their passion is for peace, 
their genius best displayed in the prac­ 
tice of the arts of peace. Great democ­ 
racies are not belligerent. They do not 
seek or desire war. 
Their thought is 
of individual liberty aud of the free 
labor that supports life and the un­ 
censored thought 
that 
quickens 
it. 
Conquest and dominion are not in our 
reckoning or agreeable to our princi­ 
ples. B u t just because w e demand un­ 
molested development and the undis- 
turl>ed government of our own lives 
upon our own principles of right and 
liberty, 
we 
resent, 
from 
whatever 
quarter it may come, the aggression we 
ourselves w ill not practice. 
W e insist 
upon security iii prosecuting our self 
chosen lines of national development. 
W e do more than that. W e demand it 
also for others. W e do not confine our 
enthusiasm for individual liberty and 
free national development to the inci­ 
dents aud movements of affairs which 
affect only ourselves. W e feel it wwher­ 
ever there is a people that tries to walk 
iu these difficult paths of independence j 
and right. 
From the first we have 
made common cause with all partisans 
of liberty on this side the sea and have 
deemed it as important that our neigh­ 
bors should be free from all outside 
domination as that we ourselves should 
be; have set America aside as a whole 
for the uses of independent nations and 
political freemen. 
Out of such thoughts grow* all our 
policies. 
W e regard w ar merely as a 
means of asserting the rights of a peo­ 
ple against aggression. 
Aud we are 
as fiercely jealous of coercive or dicta­ 
torial power w ithin our own nation 
as of aggression from without. 
W e 
w ill not maintain a standing army ex­ 
cept for uses which are as necessary 
in times of peace as in times of war. 
and we shall always see to it that our 
m ilitary 
peace establishment is no 
larger than is actually and continuous­ 
ly needed for the uses of days in which 
no enemies move against us. 
But we 
do believe in a body of free citizens 
ready and sufficient to take care of 
themselves and of the govertimonts 
which they have set up to serve them. 
Iii our constitutions themselves we 
have commanded that “ the right of 
the people to keep and bear arms shall 
not be infringed,” and our confidence 
has been that our safety in times of 
danger would lie in the rising of the 
nation to take care of itself, as the 
farmers rose at Lexington.

B y way of making the country reud\ 
to assert some part of its real power 
promptly and upon a larger scale 
should occasion arise the plan also 
contemplates supplementing the army 
by a force of 400.000 disciplined citi­ 
zens, raised in increhients of 133,000 a 
year throughout a perk*! of three 
years. 
This it Is proposed to do by a 
process of enlistment under which the 
serviceable moil of the country would 
be asked to bind themselves to serve 
with the colors for purposes of train­ 
ing for short periods throughout three 
years and to come to the colors at call 
at any time throughout an additional 
“ furlough” period of three years. This 
force of 400,000 men w’oulil lie pro­ 
vided with personal accouterments as 
fast as enlisted and their equipment 
for the field made ready to be supplied 
at any time. 
They would be assem­ 
bled for training at stated intervals at 
convenient places in association with 
suitable units of the regular army. 
Their peri (Kl of annual training would 
not necessarily exceed two months in 
the year. 
It would depend upon the patriotic 
feeling of the younger men of the 
country whether they resixmded to 
such a call to service or not. 
It 
would depend upon the patriotic spirit 
of the employers of the country wheth­ 
er they made it possible for the young­ 
er men iii their employ to respond un­ 
der favorable conditions or not. 
I for 
one do not doubt the patriotic devotion 


I either of our young men or of those 
who give them employment—those for 
whose benefit and protection 
they 
would iii fact enlist. 
I would look 
forward to the success of such an ex- 
periment with entire confidence. 
At least so much by way of prepara­ 
tion for defense seems to me to be ab­ 
solutely imperative now. 
W e cannot

fu s io n ; confidence and ’ mutual de­ 
pendence in w hich we wish to clothe 
our policy of America for Americans. 
J he task of building up an adequate 
merchant marine for America private 
capital must ultimately' undertake and 
achieve, as it has undertaken and 
achieved every other like task among 
us in the past, with admirable enter­ 
prise, intelligence and vigor, aud it 
** ecrus to me a manifest dictate of wis­ 
dom that we should promptly remove 
i ' cry legal obstacle that may stand iii 
tile way7 of this much to be desired re- 
'i\ a l of our old independence and 
should facilitate iii every possible way 
the building, purchase and American 
registration of ships. 
But capital can­ 
not accomplish this great task of a 
Hidden. 
It must embark upon it by 
legrees, as the opportunities of trade 
levelop. 
Something must be done at 
once, done to open routes and develop 
opportunities where they are as yet 
undeveloped, done to open the arteries 
of trade w’here the currents have not 
vet learned to run, especially between j 
rile two American continents, where 
they are, singularly enough, yet to be 
created and quickened, and it is evi­ 
dent that only the government can un­ 
dertake such beginnings and assume 
the initial financial risks. 
When the 
risk has passed and private capital be­ 
gins to find its w’ay in sufficient abun­ 
dance into these new channels the gov­ 
ernment may withdraw. 
But it can­ 
not omit to begin. 
It should take the 


first steps, and should take them ai 
once. Our goods must not lie piled up 
at our ports and stored upon side 
tracks in freight cars which are daily 
needed on the roads, must not be left 
without means of transport to any for­ 
eign quarter. 
W e must not aw’ait the 
permission of foreign shipowners and 
foreign governments to send them 
where we w ill. 
W ith a view to meeting these press­ 
ing necessities of our commerce and 
availing ourselves at the earliest possi­ 
ble moment of the present unparalleled 


piw^.enia Which Mie^Yiext year will 
probably disclose. 
On the 30th of June last there Avas 
an available balance in the general 
fund of the treasury of $104,170,105.73.

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A lw a y s L o o k e d to It as O ur F irs t and 


C hief Lin e of Defense. 
The program which w ill be laid be­ 
fore you by the secretary of the navy 
is sim ilarly conceived. It involves only 
a shortening of tile time within w hich 
plans long matured shall be carried 
out, but it does make definite and ex­ 
plicit a program w hich lias heretofore 
been only implicit, held iii the minds of 
the committees on naval affairs and 
disclosed in the debates of the two 
houses, but nowhere formulated or for­ 
mally adopted. 
It seems to me very 
clear that it w ill be to the advantage 
of the country for the congress to adopt 
a comprehensive plan for putting the 
navy upon a final footing of strength 
and efficiency and to press that plan 
to completion within the next five 
years. 
W e have always looked to the 
navy 
the country as our first and 
chief line of defense; we have always 
seen it to lie our manifest course of 
prudence to be strong on the seas. 
Year by year we have been creating a 
navy wdiieh now ranks very high in­ 
deed among the navies of the maritime 
nations. 
W e should now’ definitely de­ 
termine how we shall complete what 
we have begun and how soon.

U nited States Should Be Its Own C a r­ 


rier on tho Seas. 
If ibis full program should be carried 
out w e should have built or building in 
1921, according to the estimates of stir-! 
vival and standards of classification i 
followed by the general board of the j 
department, an effective navy consist* j 
ing of 27 battleships of the first line, 6 j 
battle cruisers, 25 battleships of the I 
second line, IO armored cruisers, 13 j 
scout cruisers, 5 first class cruisers, 3 j 
second class cruisers, IO third class 
cruisers, 108 destroyers, IS fleet sub­ 
marines, 157 coast submarines, 6 mon­ 
itors, 20 gunboats, 4 supply ships, 15 
fuel ships, 4 transports, 3 tenders to 
torpedo vessels, 8 vessels of special 
types and two ammunition ships. This 
would be a navy fitted to our needs 
and worthy of our traditions. 
But armies and instruments of war 
are only part of what has to be con­ 
sidered if we are to consider the su­ 
preme matter of national self sufficien­ 
cy and security in all its aspects. 
There are other great matters which 
w ill be thrust upon our attention 
whether w e w ill or not 
There is, for 
example, a very pressing question of 
trade and shipping involved in this 
great problem of national adequacy. 
It is necessary for many weighty rea­ 
sons of national efficiency and devel­ 
opment that we should have a great 
merchant marine. The great merchant 
fleet we once used to make us rich, 
that great body of sturdy sailors who 
used to carry our flag into every sea. 
and who were the pride and often the 
bulwark of the nation, w e have almost 
driven out of existence by inexcusable 
neglect and Indifference and by a hope­ 
lessly blind and provincial i>olicy of 
so called economic protection. 
It is 
high time we repaired our mistake and 
resumed our commercial independence 
on the seas. 
For it is a question of independence. 
If other nations go to war or seek to 
hamper each other's commerce our 
merchants, it seems, are at their mer­ 
cy to do with as they please. 
We must 
use their ships and use them as they 
determine. W e have not ships enough 
of our own. 
W e cannot handle our 
ow'ii commerce on the seas. 
Our inde­ 
pendence is provincial, and is oui}’ on 
hind and within cur own bonk rs. 
W e 
are not likely to be permitted to use 
even the ships of other nations in ri­ 
valry of their own trade and are with­ 
out means to extend our commerce 
even where the doors are wide open 
and our goods desired. 
Such a situa­ 
tion is not to be endured. 
It is of capi­ 
tal importance not only that tHe Unit­ 
ed States should be its own carrier on 
the seas and enjoy the economic inde­ 
pendence 
which 
only 
an 
adequate 
merchant marine would give it, but 
also that the American hemisphere as 
a whole should enjoy a like independ­ 
ence and self sufficiency, if it is not 
to be drawn into the tangle of Euro­ 
pean affairs. 
Without such independ­ 
ence the whole question of our polit­ 
ical unity and self determination Is 
very seriously clouded and complicated 
indeed. 
Moreover, we can develop! no true or 
effective American policy without ships 
of our own—not ships of war, but 
ships of peace, carrying goods and car­ 
rying much more; creating friendships 
and rendering indispensable services to 
all interests on this side the water. 
They must move constantly back aud 
forth between the Americas. They are 
the only shuttles that can weave tho 
delicate, fabric of sympathy, coippre- 


opportunity of linking the two Ameri 
ens together in bonds of mutual inter-1 
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$2o,000,000 and that the addi- 
l u o r n n r n r r n t n r n o fro I n i f i r n m i go if 
may never return again if we miss it 
now, proposals w’ill be made to the 
present congress for the pmrchase or 
construction of ships to be owned and 
directed by the government sim ilar to 
those made to the last congress, but 
modified iii some essential particulars. 
I recommend these proposals to you 
for your prompt acceptance with the 
more confidence because every month 
that has elapsed since the former pro- 
posals- were made has made the ne­ 
cessity for such action more and more 
manifestly imperative. That need was 
then foreseen. 
It is now' acutely felt 
and everywhere realized by those for 
whom trade ts waiting, but who can 
find no conveyance for their goods.

SHOULD AGREE ON POLICY 
IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Recom m ends E a r ly Adoption of M eas­ 


ures G iving Them F u lle r Ju stice. 
There is another matter which seems 
to me to be very intim ately associated 
with the question of national safety 
and preparation for defense. 
That is 
our policy toward the Philippines and 
the people of Porto Rico. 
Our treat­ 
ment of them and their attitude to­ 
ward us are manifestly of the first con­ 
sequence in the development of our 
duties iii the world and iii getting a 
free hand to perform those duties. We 
must be free from every unnecessary 
burden or embarrassment, and there 
is no better way to be clear of em­ 
barrassment than to fulfill our prom­ 
ises and promote the interests of those 
dependent on us to the utmost 
Bills 
for the alteration and reform of the 
government of the Philippines and for 
rendering fuller political justice to the 
people of Porto Rico w’ere submitted 
to the Sixty-third congress. They w ill 
be submitted also to j'ou. 
I need not 
particularize their details. 
You are 
most of you already fam iliar with 
them. 
But I do recommend them to 
your early adoption w’ith the sincere 
conviction that there are few measures 
you could adopt w’hich would more 
serviceably clear the way for the great 
policies by which we wish to make 
good, now’ and alw’ays, our right to lead 
in enterprises of peace and good w ill 
and economic and political freedom. 
The plans for the armed forces of 
the nation which I have outlined and 
for tile general policy of adequate prep­ 
aration for mobilization and defense 
involve, of course, very large addition­ 
al expenditures of money, expenditures 
which w ill considerably exceed the es­ 
timated revenues of the government. 
It is made my duty by law whenever 
the estimates of expenditure exceed 
the estimates of revenue to call the 
attention of the congress to the fact 
and suggest any means of meeting the 
deficiency that it may be w’ise or pos­ 
sible for me to suggest 
I am ready 
to believe that it w’ould be my duty to 
do so in any case, and I foci particu­ 
larly bound to speak of the matter 
when it appears that the deficiency w'ili 
arise directly out of the adoption by 
the congress of measures which I my­ 
self urge it to adopt. Allow’ me there­ 
fore to speak briefly of the present 
stgte of tho.treasury and.yf.th£ fiscal3 


tional expenditures for the army and 
navy are authorized by the congress, 
the deficit iii the general fund of the 
treasury on the 30th of June, 1917, 
will be nearly $235,000,000. 
To this 
sum at least $50,000,000 should be add­ 
ed to represent a safe working balance 
for the treasury and $12,000,000 to in­ 
clude the usual deficiency estimates in 
1917, and these additions would make 
a total deficit of some $297,000,000. 
lf 
the present taxes should be continued 
throughout this year and the next,? 
however, there w'ould be a balance iuj 
the treasury of some $76,500,000 at* 
the end of the present fiscal year aud 
a deficit at the end of the next year of 
only some $50,000,000, or, reckoning in 
$62,000,000 for deficiency appropria­ 
tions aud a safe treasury balance at 
the end of the year, a total deficit of 
some $112,000,000. 
The obvious moral 
of the figures is that it is a plain coun­ 
sel of prudence to continue all of the 
present taxes or their equivalents and 
confine ourselves to the problem of 
providing $112,000,000 of new revenue 
rather than $297,000,000. 
How’ shall we obtain the new rev­ 
enue? 
W e are frequently reminded 
that there are many millions o f bonds 
w hich the treasury is authorized under 
existing law to sell to reimburse the 
sums paid out of current revenues for 
the construction of the Panam a canal, 
and it is true that bonds for the 
amount of $222,432,000 are now avail­ 
able for that purpose. 
Prior to 1913 
$138,000,000 of these bonds had ac­ 
tually been sold to recoup the expendi­ 
tures at the isthmus, and now con­ 
stitute a considerable item of the pub­ 
lic debt. 
But I for one do not believe 
that the people of this country approve 
of postponing the payment o f their 
bills. 
Borrowing money is shortsight­ 
ed finance. 
It can be justified only 
when permanent things are to be ac­ 
complished which many generations 
w ill certainly benefit by and which it 
seems hardly fair that a single genera­ 
tion should pay for. 
The objects we 
are now proposing to spend money for 
cannot be so classified, except in the 
sense that everything wisely done may 
be said to be done in the interest of 
posterity as well as in our own. 
It 
seems to me a clear dictate o f pru­ 
dent statesmanship and frank finance 
that in w hat we are now, I hope, about 
to undertake we should pay as w*e go. 
The people of the country are entitled 
to know just what burdens o f taxation 
they are to carry and to know from 
the outset now. The new bills should 
be paid by internal taxation. 
To what sources, then, shall we 
turn? This is so peculiarly a question 
which the gentlemen of the house of 
representatives are expected under the 
constitution to propose an answer to! 
that you w ill hardly expect me to do! 
more than discuss it in very general' 
terms. 
W e should be following an al­ 
most universal example of modern 
governments lf we were to draw the 
greater part or even the whole of the 
revenues we need from the income 
taxes. B y somewhat lowering the pres­ 
ent lim its of exemption and the figure 
at which the surtax shall begin to be 
imposed and by increasing, step by step, 
throughout the present graduation the 
surtax itself, the income taxes as at 
present apportioned w’ould yield sums 
sufficient to balance the books of the 
treasury at the end of the fiscal year 
1917 without anywhere making ttH 
burden ..unreasonably or oppressively 
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industries like this it ought to be 
to distribute the burdens of taxa 
without making them anywhere boa 
too heavily or too exclusively upon any 
one set of persons or undertakings 
What 
is clear is that the industry of 
this generation should pay the bills of 
tills generation. 
NATION'S SECRET FOES

From Within Our Own Borders. 
I have spoken to you’ today, gentle­ 
men. upon a single theme, the thor 
ough preparation of the nation to care 
for its own security and to make sure 
of entire freedom to play the impar 
tial role in this hemisphere and in the 
world which we all believe to have 
been providentially assigned to it. 
I 
have had iii my mind no thought o 1 
any immediate or particular dangei 
arising *ait of our relations with othei 
nations. 
We are at peace with all the 
nations of the world, and there is rea 
son to hope that no que t on In con

McCullough, 76 years old, “the hang­ 
ing 
judge" 
of Andersonville Prison 
during the civil war, died yesterday 
at his home in this city after a short 
illness of pneumonia. 
McCullough sentenced six of his fel­ 
low-prisoners to death in the Ander­ 
sonville stockade and personally as­ 
sisted in carrying out the sentence. 
The Union soldiers 
were 
charged 
with being ringleaders in raids w’hen 
they stole the scanty rations of other 
prisoners, their valuables, and, as Mc­ 
Cullough expressed it, “They took our 
lives when they took our grub." 
McCullough 
recently 
related 
to 
friends here the story of the hanging, 
as follows: 
.. 
, 
“The gang was known as The raid­ 
ers,’ and they had everything their 
way for nearly 
three 
months. 
We 
sent a petition to the prison authori­ 
ties and requested relief. They grant­ 
ed our request and sent in a body of 
armed men, to whom we pointed ©ut 
the raiders. 
In three hours we had 
rounded up 200 men who were identi­ 
fied with all kinds of villainy. 
They 
w’ere marched outside the stockade 
that they might receive a fair trial. 
In fact, the raiders begged to be taken 
out for fear of violence, as there were 
35,000 prisoners in the stockade. 
“The stockade was in command of 
Capt. Henry Wirz, a Swiss, who per­ 
mitted us to organize a court, elect a 
judge and impanel a jury to try our 
prisoners. 
“I was elected judge of that court, 
and the first day I tried fully IOO men 
for petty misdemeanors. 
The raiders 
soon saw we meant business and, like 
men of today, they wanted immunity. 
In a short time we bal the ringlead­ 
ers spotted and their trial was last. 
“The trial tasted two days and final­ 
ly the six raiders were found guilty 
of ‘murder’ or such crimes that made 
i their presence among us intolerable. 
5 They were sentenced to death. 
“We informed Gen. Winder of our 
I intentions to carry out the death sen­ 
tence, and, like Pilate, he washed his 
hands of the affair and declined to 
take official notice of it. 
“Father Hamilton, a priest, w’ho vis­ 
ited us often, was called to adminis­ 
ter the last rites to the dying. 
The 
condemned men even then thought 
the whole thing a hoax concocted to 
frighten them, and they refused to be­ 
lieve we were in earnest until they 
were brought within sight of the scaf­ 
fold. 
“We had everything ready and the 
nooses were quickly adjusted. 
We 
had no trapdoors, but a man w*as sta­ 
tioned behind each prisoner, and at 
the word we gave each man a shove. 
The drop was six feet. 
“The hanging broke up raiding. We 
formed a league among the better 
class of prisoners and were allowed 
to punish all offenders in the stock­ 
ade.’'
